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Middelburg, the city that reminds one of Amsterdam 


Middelburg is a city and municipality in the south- 
western Netherlands and it is the capital of 
the province of Zeeland. Situated on the central 
peninsula of the Zeeland province, Midden-Zeeland , 
which consists of the former islands Walcheren, Noord 
-Beveland and Zuid-Beveland. 
ERE It has a population of about 50,000. 

History: 

The city of Middelburg dates back to the late 8th century or early 9th century. 

In 844 a monastery was built on the site, which remained an active Catholic foundation 
until the Reformation. Foundations for Middelbure's "stately and picturesque" main church 
were first laid in the 10th century with additional construction continued through the 
Middle Ages. Middelburg was granted city rights in 1217. 

During the Middle Ages, it became an important trading center in the commerce between 
England and Flanders. The city continued to gain in power and prestige during the 13th and 
14th centuries. 

Middelburg also played a role in the Scientific Revolution at the early modern period. The 
town was historically a center of lens crafting in the Golden Age of Dutch science and 
technology. The invention of the microscope and telescope is often credited to Middelburg 
spectacle-makers (including Zacharias Janssen and Hans Lippershey) in the late 16th 
century and early 17th century. 


About a third of the old city center was devastated by bombs and the resulting fires in the 
early phases of World War II, on May 17, 1940. After the War, as much of the old town 
center was rebuilt and restored along pre-War lines as far as 
was possible. 

One of these buildings was the Town Hall, which is 
considered to be one of the finest Gothic buildings in the Vit "EX OET, 
Netherlands. The original construction began in 1452 and it. ТШ е ct 
was completed in 1520. The town hall was restored in its — == 2 

full glory. 

Modern Middelburg: 

Modern Middelburg has preserved and regained much of its 
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Middelburg, the city that reminds one of Amsterdam 
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historic and picturesque character. There are lavish 17th 
mis and 18th century merchant houses and storehouses standing 
е ia along canals, are of a similar style as those found in cities 
14 like Amsterdam.
